ALFRED, MAINE, Nov. 1.—Sufficient 


progress was made today in the trial of 
George Ghaippion for the murder of 
Mrs. Elsie Home at West Newfield, last 
June, so that tbe government rested its 
case at 3:15 o'clock in the afternoon 
and the defence began to submit its 
side and put on four witnesses. Tbe 
illness of one of the jurors, Lewis W. 
Hill of Saco, caused one or two inter- 
ruptions today, but it is not believed 
that any serious delay will occur. Dr. 
Alfred King of Portland gava technical 
testimony as to tho wounds which he 
found on the bodies. Mrs. Sarah E. 
Champion of Lynn, Mass., to whose 
home Champion came on June 4tb, on 
his way to Somerswurth (shortly before 
the West Newfield tragedy) testified 
that at that time Champion was short 
of money and had asked her husband 
for a loan of two dollars. John Flanit 
gan, a Boston hack driver, who took 
Champion's trunk to the station when 
he was leaving Boston for Miliord, 
(after the murders,) testified that Cham- 
pion showed plenty of money then 
Chief Inspector Watts of Boston testi- 
fied regarding his arrest of Champion 
in Milford and tbe conversation which 
he had with the accused. He said that 
Champion had admitted having been al 
the Goodwin house in West Newfield 
on the night of the murder. He said 
at first that he took the train tho next 
morning at Farmington; subsequently 
he had said.

Inspector McOanpland of Boston also 
testified largely as to Champion's move 
ments, as by himself related.

short recess, Judge Cleaves outlined 
he plan of procedure of the defence 
ilaiming that the suspicious circnm 
tances attending some of Champion's 
movements will be satisfactorily ex 
plained. Of the four witnesses put on 
>y the defence, one was a civil engineer 
whose testimony was purely technical 
nd three testified that they had known 
of Champion's inclination to frequent 
and prolonged nosebleed.

New York, Nov. 1 —With persons who 


have been reported as missing and among 
the ruins turning up alive almost; every 
hour, the death list of the great explosion 
of last Monday i« becoming smaller. 


Thus far, beyond a few fragments, 


there have been no bodies taken from the 
ruins. One body which was in sight is 
buried now under tons of debris. Find- 
ing at first that it was impossible to get 
to the body, the wrec'terss pulled down a 
wall. The whole structure of the Atlan- 
tic cafe building thus was so weakened 
that it fell, and the body was covered by 
tous of brick. Other portions of what 
were said to be bodies, when taken to the 
morgue yesterday were found to be rags, 
paper and string cemented together by 
gum arable. Thus far there is little be- 
yond a dwindling list" of missing to show 
that there are bodies in rhe ruins. 


It will bo a week or more before the 


place is cleaned up, so that there may'be 
a definite account of the dead. Moanlisuo 
the fire department has under way its in- 
vestigation of the cr.use of the explosion' 
and is endeavoring to fix the responsi- 
bility. 


This investigation is being conducted 


behind closed doors, and the witnesses 
summoned are being examined iy Assist- 
ant District Attorney AValsb in the ollice 
of Fire Marshal Seery in tire headquar- 
ters in East Sixty-seventh strcit. Three 
witnesses were examined yesterday, and 
live others who had been called were or- 
dered to report again today. 


"W. C. Allen, secretary and treasurer 


of the firm of Tarrant & Co.. was the 
first witness called. He admitted that his 
firm had asked permission to store explo- 
sives, lie could not say what was the 
amount that had been taken into the 
building. Allen s-nid the only man who 
could tell this was Mr. Moon-house, who 
is among the missing, lie was the ship- 
ping and receiving clerk and kept the 
stock book.

In congress every member finds himself

In congress neither house attempts to 


elo jmj thing of the. kind. Tbo pigeonholes 
of all of the committees which are fortu- 
nate enough to have any business a.t all 
are found, at the cud of tho session anel of 
congress, full 
of bills unclisposeel of. 


Thousands also of the bills reported are 
loft on the calendars without; even the 
poor formality of being discussed, or e\on 
of being called xip. In a word, congress, 
when it gets ready, adjourns, leaving the 
dcael bills by the wayside. 


Obviously there are some things which 


have to bo done-. Thero are bills which 
must bo parcel. Unless re\cnuo is fur- 
nished, even the ordinary function of gov- 
ernment would bo at an end. So also if 
the rciomu's wero ne>t properly appropriat- 
ed according to law, the government could 
not go on, lor ils continuance coots money. 
Hence, under tho rules of tho house-, the 
committee of ways and means, having 
charge of bills raising revenue, anel ttic 
committees on appropriations, obliged to 
provide for the expenditure of revenue, 
have a right of wny which is thorough anil 
complete. Whenever the house desires to 
take up such bills, there is neither let nor 
hindrance. The country therefore can bo 
sure that its necessities are provideilfor.— 
Hon. T. B. Reed in North American Re- 
view.

Here Is another—a steersman can

"Look 
ahead, get a star and steady her bead by \ 
it." 
So says tho A. B. of tho ocean to tho 


sailor who has not yet won his degree, for 
to the helmsman the stars are like the 
pillar of flre in Scripture. They are the 
hands pn tho dial of the night.' 
They 


twinkle "good evening" to poor Japk as 
he sits tip aloft or stands at the hclnV, and 
wink "good morning" and "goodby" to 
him with daylight. It is obvious that the 
"to" or "oil" movement of a vessel can 
be more quickly detected by a • small, 
bright object like a star dead' ahead;than' 
by tho monotonous sweap of the horizon or 
by peering into the compass box.

same ancient mariner who told me about 
Ineasuring the length of the off 'and, Jn 
shore legs by tho life of ca-ndles1 tbia'rofe.

Tho north star is, of course, as true as 


or o\on truer than the most accurate com- 
pass. To the "other things" that sailors 
steer by the compass is, howo'ver, what 
steam is to electricity. To produce an 
electric light you require n dynamo. To 
run the dynamo you need steam. 
You 


may feel tbo wind 011 your moist brow or 
hand, but tho direction from whieh it 
blows you ean—except in case of tho regu- 
lar trade winds or unless you are up in 
sea lore—toll only from the compass. Then 
by failing close to tho wind you can keep 
on that course without looking at the com- 
pass. , 


But tbo sailors naturally bavo a largo 


accumulation of weather lore, and in ad- 
dition in tho "trades" there are, except; In 
ease of violent storms, certain regularities 
in the wmdR ia certain parts of tbu ocean 
ami certain other recurring sljrns which 
tho helmsman can utilize, and which often 
enable him to dispense with the c;ompa<--a 
altogether.

The power of rum as a commercial. fac- 


tor In tho colonies was at ito height about 
1760. That year the royal treasury report 
gave 63 distilleries in Massachusetts turn- 
ing molasses into rum. This formed the 
store for about 900 vessels engaged in vari- 
ous branches of trade — 400 In cod fishing, 
200 mackerel fishing, 100 whalers, etc. 
Newport kept pace relatively with-Boston. 
Refuse codfish paid for much of the mo- 
lasses. 


Connecticut attempted to prohibit dis- 


tilling because It made molasses scarce, 
but the prohibition was very hastily stop- 
ped whan tho citizens found that business 
went whoro mm could be obtained. Bum, 
proved tho best Now England commodity 
in nil trading operations. Bum was the 
Indian's choice, in fact bis only accept- 
ance, as payment for his peltries. It was 
chosen with equal eagerness by the Vir- 
ginian or Carolinian in exchange for his 
tobacco.. • The Newfoundland 
fishermen 


wished it in return for codfish, and, most 
important! of all, on the Guinea coast New 
England rum entirely vanquished French 
krprjdtf'.jag a-; medium for acquiring slaves. 
Tbo commerce in rum and slaves afforded 
nil the ready money that paid for any mer- 
chandise in England. It was the driving 


wcr,0f, all commercial machinery. The 


circuit was powerful at every step. The 
Yankee vessel laden with homemade rum 
sailed to tbo African coast. The rum was 
bartered to great advantage for negroes. 
The; negroes were carried to and sold at a 
largo profit at the West Indies, and the 
distillation in Newport and Boston started 
atrefih the round of New England money 
making. Sometimes trade was so brisk 
that the market was stripprd of rum. 


In the year 175S Isaac Krocman wanted 


a cargo of rum for tho African trade. 
Ho 


sept to Newport, where theru were then 80 
great' rum distilleries In full blast. Hie 
correspondent wroto that he could not havo 
It for throe months. "There are so many 
vessels loading for Guinea we can't got our 
bogfiheuds of rum for cash. We hove been 
lately to New London and all along the 
seaport towns In order to purchase mo- 
lusses, but we can't get one hogshead." 


The shipmasters were not above water- 


ing the rum to make it go as far as possi- 
ble. Old Merchant Potter instructed his 
captains to "trade with the blacks, worter 
ye* rum as much as possible, and eoll as 
much by short messur as you can." — 
Brockton (Mass.) Times.

To lie in bed with the wheels 
of thought running qn -waste-material is a 
sort of torture as -well ,as a danger to 
health. Napoleon's faculty of going to 
sleep on tho instant was one of the great- 
est advantages ho had over the-cominand- 
crs on the other sides. 


According to tho, magazine authority, 


tho worst enemies oi sleep are •worrying, 
overwork, overrating, indigestible suppers 
and tho habitual use of' stimulants and 
drugs.. Tho cure includes strict attention 
to diet, a well ventilated • sleeping room, 
some light -"exercise, like a walk an hour 
after the evening meal, qnd freedom, of 
course, from worry. Napoleon had as 
many «vre£ • and ,perplexities as the.next 
man, but arbitrarily shut them off. -It is 
not well to go to bed .hungry. A cup of 
hot milk or a light sandwich is advised 
when that sensation is folt. Yot it is nec- 
essary to remember that insomnia and an 
overloaded stomach arc closely acquainted. 
Stimulants and narcotics in tho end are 
sleep destroyers. The condition they in- 
duce Is not refreshing sleep. Sleepiness is 
an indication of the need of sleep, and 
must not be combated too far. People who 
sleep but little should not bo permitted to 
diiturb those who arc differently consti- 
tuted. 


When tho whole subject is weighed, the 


main remedy is Keen to bo good habits and 
a tranquil mind. Some who rcsolvo to 
discard worry continue tho habit over in- 
somnia. Tbcy must be philosophical over 
that as well as Jill else. "Don't keep your- 
ijolf awake in trying lo got to sleep" is tho 
injunction. It would bo far better to ro- 
vert to bomo mild abstraction such, for in- 
stance, t\s the many fine things that havo 
been said of sleep.

To nail a thing is to fix or fatten with 


a nail or nails; to drive nails into for the 
purpose of fustcning or securing, such as 
to nail up a box, to nail a shelf to the 
wall, to nail clown tho hatches, etc.; to 
stud with nnils; figuratively, to nail a 
thing is to pin it down and hold it fast, 
such as to nail a bargain or secure by 
prompt action.

Passing into the colloquial, to "nail to 


the counter" is to put a counterfeit; coin 
out of circulation by fastening it with a 
nail to tho counter of a shop; hence, fig- 
uratively, to expose as false. 


Other definitions referring to tho nail 


are: Ntiiler, one who nails, who makes 
nails or who sells them, while a femalo 
naibnuker is referred to by Hugh Miller 
as a naileross. A nailery is described as 
an establishment whore nails are made. 
A nail bead is tho head of a nail, and any- 
thing is s»id to be nail headed when so 
shaped as to resemble the head of A nail. 


A nailing machine is ono for forcing or 


driving nulls into place; in carpentry, a 
IcG'.ling tube for the mills, connected with 
a plunger or reciprocating hammer: in 
shocmaking, a power machine closely al- 
lied to tho shoe peggor, used to drive eniiUl 
metallic nails or brads into the soles of 
shoos. 


The nail machine is a power machine 


for making nulls, spikes, brads or tacks. 


A nuilninkor is one who makes nails; a

A nail plato is a pluto of niotal rolled to 


tho proper thickness for cutting into nails. 


A nail rod is a strip split or cut from an

Upon the v holo It may almost be said 


thnt the Koulptortt appear in tho library to 
greater ndMnUago than the painters. Not, 
of course, that tho art of sculpture is so 
successfully cultivated in America as tho 
art of pointing, but that tho library pro- 
sonts a more adequate exposition of what 
wo win do in wulpturo than in pulntinpc. 
It is indeed the first collective exhibit in 
durablo form of tho work of American 
sculptors lh.it has e\or been made. There 
is no American t^eulptor who is conspicu- 
ous by bin absimeo. whereon there /.ro 
Aiucrioiin painters whom the observer will 
mis;! and others \vhmn ho will encounter 
with won' or less regret. The bronze doors 
of Warner set a standard at tho threshold 
to which It would bu too much to hope 
that all tin1 Interior sculpture should con- 
form. And yet those who know American 
sculpture bos'" will probably be most sur- 
prised at the success with which the sculp- 
tural adormnunt of tho great rotunda has 
;beon managed—at tho appropriateness, 
alike arch i toot u ral and symbolical, of tho 
eight austere figures of tbe pendentlves, at 
'the dignity and the force of the portrait 
statues.

Julio Fernandez of New Bedford, and 
after being coppered there, will sail in 
about a week for the Cape Yerde isl- 
ands, where-she will receive a Portu- 
guese registry and will ply between the 
Gape Yerdes and the Portuguese pos- 
sessions in Africa. 


The Greenbank is a staunch two- 


masted schooner, which has met1- with 
an interesting history of mishaps. 
She 


was built in llockland, Me., in 1881. 
In 1897 she was capsized off York and 
the eook was drowried. 
The schooner 


was righted and was towed into Ports- 
month harbor, where she was purchased 
by a syndicate of which Henry W. An 
de'rso'u'of Exeter was tho manager. She 
had since registered from Exeter. 


Last summer, while sailing from Ex 


to Boston, the Greenbauk collided

A few weeks later tbt 
schooner pat into Halein harbor with a 
cirgo of liine on fire, which was extin 
guished without material loss.

INCREASE IN INSURANCE. 


Probability of the Rates Going Up 


at Once. 


The Now England Insurance Ex 


change has taken a etrp which, if fo'- 
lowed up, will affect rates considerably. 


The executive committee of the ex- 


change has recommended that rates be 
advanced on rinks outside of fire protec- 
tion, that rates be advanced on summer 
dwellings, that mechanics'permits for re- 
pairs must exclude the use of benzine, 
n&ptha torches, etc., and the same in al! 
cases of ordinary repair; that the 5 per 
cant, exemption clause cannot apply 
where a policy covers more than one 
building under a blanket form; that 
coal yards be reratcd, with reduction if 
loss from spontaneous combustion i? 
not covered; that the advanced rates on 
horn and comb factories using celluloid 
bo applied at once; that on fireproof 
buildings in Maine a larger allowance 
for co-insurance shall apply than is al- 
lowed on other classes iu that state.

Durl in this city. 
Mr. Qainn's defense was that he did 


not have any interest ia the place and 
derived no benefit from any income 
there, tho property being owned by hit> 
wife. His excuse for being at the place 
ou July 27th was that be was at work 
there. 


Judge Wallaca found him guilty. 
The first case before Judge Wallace 


this morning was the contested divorce 
case of Dora J. Fernald vs. Fred Fer- 
nald, of this city. John W. Kelley ap- 
peared for the plaintiff and E. L. Gap- 
till represented the defendant.

cision reserved. 


After the close of this case, the case 


of William Qninn was brought up for 
sentence. Mr. Page epoke at some 
ength in Mr. Quinn's behalf.

Page said that Mr. Qninn had no inten- 
tion of violating the injunction against

derived any benofit from the sale ol 
liquor sold there. Ho asked the court 
to be a<j merciful as possible under the 


i ire urnstancee. 


Mr. Kelley spoke for the town of Bye 


•vnd paid that the town would be satis- 
5-d if the place was conducted in an 
orderly manner ia tho futnie and would 
be satisfied with whatever the court 
thought proper. 


Judge Wallace 
thought that Mr 


Qnmu should understand that the vio- 
lation of an injunction was a serious 
matter and was not to be treated with 
impunity. 


A fine of $100 and costs of $20 was 


imposed and a permanent injauction 
>va3 issued againsc William Qvunn, Alice 
Vlorrisey and Atwood Gauimou from 
selling liquor on the promises.
